Traffic Study Off To Good Start 
In Fighting Needless Congestion 

Reduction of traffic congestion is such an 
important objective that strong public support 
seems assured for remedies being developed by 
the Granite City municipal government and its 
Traffic Study Commission. 

Creation of the II-member commission, 
which already has begun meeting, was a sound 
initial step. With the cooperation of the Illinois 
highway division and American Automobile Club, 
the police traffic division immediately launched a 
vehicle count and observation of traffic at inter¬ 
sections along four major streets. Employment of 
a part-time traffic engineer also is planned. 

Specific recommendations remain to be 
developed. Some may be controversial, -but vqill 
merit adoption if they contribute to the overall 
public good. 

Expediting of vehicles, with full regard for 
safety factors, can bast be planned on a city-wide 
basis, by traffic authorities familiar with the many 
pitfalls and misconceptions. This is the approach 
that is being followed by Mayor Partney and the

The plan to add three cents a gallon to the 
Illinois gasoline tax—one cent for highway con¬ 
struction ana two cents for non-highway purposes 
—obviously would create a hardship on state 
border area service stations, such as those in the 
Quad-Cities, as well as on the motoring public. 
But so would alteration of the sales tax, which 
also affects citizens generally and fringe areas in 
particular. 

The Illinois Highway Users Conference has a 
point in asking why highway users, as a group, 
should finance all types of state needs; under past 
motor fuel tax concepts, those who use roads 

have supported them proportionately. However, 
there are many examples in which certain groups 
of people-home owners, smokers, retail shop¬ 

pers, etc.—are singled out to pay for governmen¬ 
tal services not directly related to living, smoking 
or shopping habits. An overall^ study leading to 
more equitable taxation is long overdue, and 
should be undertaken; but it provides no imme¬ 
diate help. 

One other point is worthy of serious thought 
by all General Assembly members in the. closing 
days of the current session. The same arguments 
against revision of the 3 , /.j-cent state sales tax 
apply also to the half-cent-a-dollar city and 
county sales tax. There has been loud propaganda, 
but insufficient justification, for doubling the 
latter tax. 

In summary, the governor's proposal seems 
to be the lesser of a number of evils. But in no 
case should an inequitable selective tax remain any 
longer than it takes to revise the Illinois Revenue 
Article to provide fairer fund raising procedures 
with safeguards against excessive taxation.

Statewide Fluoridation 
Adopted In Connecticut 

Dispatches from Connecticut reveal that it 
will be the first state in the U. S. to require fluori¬ 
dation of virtually all public water supplies. A 
law adopted this spring calls for fluoridation of 
water systems serving more than 20,000 persons 
by Oct. I. 1967. 

This development is of more than passing 
interest in Illinois, where millions: of residents 
enjoy improved dental health a* a result of w&ter 
fluoridation. Unfortunately, other millions do. not 
yet have fluoridation, in some instances due to 
misconceptions over the cost or other factors. 

Fluoridation does not treat existing dental 
conditions, but it does safely and dependably 
pVevent 60' b of future cavities and loss of teeth. 
This is a tremendous boon to the public in 
reduced cost, suffering and inconvenience. 

in Illinois, as in Connecticut, more and more 
people are ignoring distortions of fact and joining 
the fluoridation bandwagon. They are no longer 
content to accept poor dental health for them¬ 
selves and their children, because they know it is 
unnecessary. A vast majority of those served by 
the East St. Louis & Interurban Water Co. are 
on record as desiring immediate fluoridation, hut 
they remain stymied by opposition in the Belle¬ 
ville area. 

Unless progress is made toward breaking 
logjams such as that delaying fluoridation in the. 

Quad-Cities, slate or federal legislation may be 
the only answer. After all, we are supposedly 
living in an enlightened age. not the "witch 
burning" era in which unfounded charges were
